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2.  1  /A TER  SUPPLY. 


(a)  Quantity.  During  1951  the  Barton  Hill  Wells  progressively  improved 
in  the  quantity  of  water  supplied ,  and  since  April  it  has  not  been 
necessary  for  the  additional  supply  from  the  Salisbury  Road  reservoir  of 
Shaftesbury  R.J.C.  to  be  called  upon.  The  yield  of  the  wells  for  1951 

was  39,346,000  gallons  with  an  extra  874,000  gallons  taken  from  Shaftesbur. 
r.D.G.  this  latter  being  chiefly  to  keep  the  pumps  at  Salisbury  Road  in 
working  order. 

(b)  quality.  The  quality  of  the  supply  was  highly  satisfactory  both 
bacter i'ologically  and  chemically. 

During  the  year  9  samples  of  the  town’s  water  supplies  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination,  and  2  samples  for  chemical  examination.

Ho  new  mains  were  laid  during  the  year,  although  the  delivery  of  new 
pipes  made  this  possible.  Two  new  extensions  proposed  for  the  Coppice 
Street  area  and  Hawke  sole  no  have  been  deferred  for  the  present,  to  await 
developments  from  the  Stubhampton  scheme. 

(d)  D o mo stic  8 upp ly .  1077  houses  (  having  an  approximate  population 

of  3,310)  are  served  with  a  public  piped  supply  into  the  houses.  52 
houses  (  having  an  approximate  population  of  200)  are  served  by  outside 
standpipes  from  the  public  supply. 

3.  DRAIITAC-h  A  HD  SE~  7ERAGL . 

The  sewerage  disposal  arrangements  of  the  Borough  arc  by  a  crude  system 
of  broad  irrigation. 

The  irrigation  systems  at  Holyrood  and  paynes  Place  Farm  have  required 
constant  supervision  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  these  are  becoming  grossly 
overloaded,  the  problem  of  storm  water  overflow  requiring  immediate 
attention.  The  Lnmore  Green  tanks  also  suffer  badly  in  this  connection 
and  make  treatment  extremely  difficult  as  well  as  leading  to  inefficiency 
of  the  treatment. 

The  heavy  rainstorms  in  the  autumn  overloaded  both  the  Gold  Hill  and 
Shooters  Lane  sewers,  bursting  the  former  in  many  places  and  causing 
considerable  damage  to  the  highway.  The  Shooters  Lane  sewer  problem  has 
been  overcome  by  using  the  old  disused  brick  sower  as  a  storm  water  over¬ 
flow  and  no  further  trouble  has  arisen.  The  breakages  in  the  12”  brick 
sewer  in  Gold  Hill  cannot  be  completely  overcome  by  repairs  and  work  is 
expected  to  commence  during  1952  in  the  laying  of  a  new  12”  sewer 
adequately  supported. 

Another  defective  sewer  is  to  be  relaid  in  Barton  Hill  and  an  extension 
is  proposed  to  assist  in  the  development  of  nincombc  Lane. 

Lxcessivc  sewage  pollution  is  taking  place  in  the  Long  Cross  area  and 
action  to  overcome  this  is  contemplated  by  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

4.  HJBLIC  CLLAITSIUG. 

(a)  House  Refuse.  The  collection  of  house  refuse  remains  on  the  same 
basis  as  in  previous  years,  by  means  of  weekly  collections  from  the 
kerbside  only,  and  disposal  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Salisbury  Road 
tip.  This  kerbside  collection  has  given  rise  to  several  nuisances  by 
reason  of  the  type  of  containers  used.  Regulation  bins  were  called  for 
under  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  and  a  considerable  number 
of  notices  were  served.  Unf ortunately  these  notices  were  not  implemented 
as  the  supply  of  bins  was  not  available  owing  to  the  shortage  of  steel  and 
sine. 
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(b)  salvage.  The  collection  of  waste  paper  continued  to  be  carried 
out  by  private  firms  in  spite  of  the  rapid  rise  in  the  price  of  waste 
paper.  The  salvage  of  totals  and  rags  did  not  amount  to  a  very  large

The  Barton  Kill  swimming  bath  came  into  use  again  during  the  summer 
after  a  lapse  of  two  years.  The  improvised  method  of  sand  filtration 
with  hand  chlorination  was  again  used,  and  owing  to  the  large  demand  for 
the  facilities,  it  was  necessary  to  empty  and  cleanse  the  bath  on  more 
occasions  than  it  has  been  usual  in  the  past.

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12.  PREVENTION  of  damage  by  pests. 

The  duties  of  the  Council  under  the-  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act 
1949  are  carried  out  in  the  district  by  the  North  Dorset  Joint  Rodent 
Committee  whose  activities  now  cover  the  five  districts  in  North  Dorset 
and  the  Beaminster  Rural  District.  A a  increase  in  the  staff  and  activitie 
of  this  Committee  is  proposed  at  the  present  time. 

Complaints  of  rat  infestation  have  been  small  in  number  and  these  have 
been  dealt  with  by  the  Rodent  Officer.  The  Council's  Refuse  Tip*  sowers 
and  other  property  have  been  regularly  treated,  the  infestation  not  being 
an  a  large  scale.  One  employee  has  now  been  trained  in  Rodent  Control 
under  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Courses  of  Instruction  in  order  to  deal  with 
smaller  and  individual  complaints.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  198  applicants  for  Council  houses, 
of  which  116  wore  resident  within  the  district.  The  corresponding  figures 
for  the  preceding  year  were  181  of  which  108  were  resident  within  the 

district. 

During  the  year  3  recommendations  for  the  granting  of  additional  points 
on  medical  grounds  in  connection  with  their  application  for  a  Council  house 
were  made  by  the  Medical  officer  of  Health  in  respect  of  the  conditions 
under  which  4  applicants  were  living,  following  inspections  carried  out  by 

him. 

Comments. 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  mentioned  figures  that  not  only  have  no 
new  houses  been  provided  by  the  Council  during  the  year,  but  in  addition 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  not  been  able  to  give  as  much  time  to  his  duties 
in  connection  with  sub-standard  property  as  during  the  previous  year,  and 
has  not  been  able  to  follow  up  the  start  made  in  1950  in  connection  with 
the  routine  house  inspection  of  the  district. 


The  Council  as  Public  Health  Authority  has  its  duties  with  regard  to 
slum  clearance  and  it  finds  itself  in  a  difficult  position  when  forced  into 
making  Demolition  Orders  it  has  no  now  housing  accommodation  t  offer  to 
the  occupants  of  unfit  property. 


There  are  many  families  in  the  Borough  in  serious  housing  need  and  both 
the  provision  of  new  houses  and  the  improvement  of  sub-standard  property 
essential  to  solve  the  present  housing  problem.  Apart  from  the

they  can  afford  financially  to  continue  providing  now  houses  to  the  extent 
they  have  done  in  the  past. 


The  concurrent  repair,  reconditioning  and  ’ improvement ’  of  existing 
older  houses  is  as  equally  necessary  as  the  provision  of  new  houses.  It 
may  be  argued  that  the  existing  Housing  Lav/  gives  a  local  housing  authority 
full  power  to  carry  out  their  duties  in  this  direction.  Even  if  this  may 
be  so,  an  authority  fully  conscious  of  its  responsibilities  with  regard  to 
sub-standard  property,  is  understandable^  reluctant  to  take  action  when  it  ie 
clcrrly  apparent  that  even  the  most  benevolent  landlord  finds  it  economical!, 
impossible  to  maintain  his  existing  property  in  a  reasonable  state  of  repair 
because  of  the  present  limitations  imposed  by  the  Rent  Restriction  Acts. 


A  modification  of  those  Acts  in  favour  of  the  landlord  who  is  prepared 
to  keep  his  property  in  a  fit  condition  is  urgently  called  for  if  many 
people,  now  living  in  unfit  property  and  who  have  neither  the  means  nor  the 
desire  to  live  in  new  Council  houses,  are  to  live  under  reasonable  condition

Because  the  Council  was  not  prepared  to  accept  some  of  the  comments 
which  I  had  to  make  in  my  Annual  Rorjort  for  1950,  I  considered  it 
advisable,  subsequently,  to  submit  a  memorandum  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee  which  showed  what  I  consider  to  be  the  minimum  desirable 
inspections  which  your  Sanitary  inspector  should  carry  out  and  the  extent 
to  which  the  actual  number  of  inspections  carried  out  fell  short  of  the 
minimum  requirements. 


Although  that  report  showed  a  steadily  incruasing  number  of  inspections 
sine  o’  the  present  Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed,  it  will  be  seen  from 
the  above  figures  that  there  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  total  number  of 
inspections  carried  out  during  1951.  This  is  almost  entirely  due  to  more 
time  being  spent  upon  work  required  by  the  Council  in  the  Inspector's 
capacity  as  Surveyor.  Not  infrequently  complaints  are  made  with  regard  to 
matters  which  the  Inspector,  as  Surveyor ,  has  not  given  his  attention. 

I  would  welcome  an  equal  interest  being  taken  in  the  failure  of  the 
inspector  to  carry  out  fully  his  duties  as  Sanitary  Inspector.  Proper 
clerical  assistance  would  materially  assist  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to 
devote  more  of  his  time  to  his  sanitary  work.
